George  Benouski  was  one  of  my  best  friends  in  the  second  grade. 


/ can  remember  riding  to  school  on  the  bus  one  morning.  It  was  one  of  those  bright  winter  mornings,  the  sun 
waving  through  the  windows  of  the  bus  and  casting  golden  shadows  on  everyone.  I was  having  an  important  third- 
grade  conversation  with  my  friends  and  someone  told  me  that  George  was  sick  and  in  the  hospital.  I was  not  par- 
ticularly concerned  because  during  the  transition  from  second  to  third  grade  we  had  grown  apart  from  one  anoth- 
er, both  adopting  a different  group  of  friends.  / asked  when  he  would  be  coming  back  to  school.  Nobody  knew. 

It  was  later  in  school  that  I learned  of  the  seriousness  of  George’s  condition.  The  winter  sun  streaming  through 
the  windows.  Miss  Deleo,  our  teacher,  called  everybody  in  and  said  that  she  had  some  bad  news.  I can  remember 
thinking  of  how  unusually  quiet  the  room  was.  It  seemed  quieter  than  it  had  ever  been  before.  It  was  so  quiet  that 
the  silence  frightened  me.  Miss  Deleo  said  that  George  had  been  in  a sledding  accident  and  that  he  was  in  the  hos- 
pital. She  said  that  there  were  special  machines  that  were  keeping  him  alive  and  that  it  okay  to  cry.  I remem- 
ber thinking  how  it  sounded  silly  to  cry  when  George  was  going  to  get  better  and  come  back  before  too  long,  when 
the  machines  would  make  him  better  again. 

A few  days  went  by  and  then  one  day  Miss  Deleo  came  in  and  I could  tell  that  she  had  been  crying.  Her  eyes  puffy 
and  red,  she  told  us  that  they  had  turned  off  the  machines  and  that  George  was  dead.  In  the  surreal  scene  that  fol- 
lowed I can  remember  people  crying-everybody  crying.  I never  cried  that  day.  I don 't  think  I understood  what  it 
was  for  somebody  to  die,  to  be  gone.  At  school.  Miss  Deleo  emptied  George’s  desk  and  took  his  name  off  the  bul- 
letin board.  She  peeled  ojfthe  wrinkled  gold  stars  next  to  his  name  on  the  multiplication  tables.  His  desk  sat  in  the 
middle  of  our  classroom,  neat,  freshly  polished  and  empty. 

The  impact  of  George’s  death  hit  me  the  next  week.  I remember  that  day.  It  was  overcast  and  gray.  I ran  to  the 
telephone  to  call  George  because  I wanted  to  have  him  over.  A sharp  sensation  overwhelmed  me  as  I realized  that 
I would  never  be  able  to  have  George  come  to  my  house.  I would  never  see  him  again.  I had  never  gotten  a chance 
to  say  good-bye. 

The  next  week  I cried  every  day.  I can  recall  gathering  school  pictures  of  George.  I took  the  bathroom  sign-out 
sheet  from  our  classroom  because  George  had  signed  its  earlier  pages.  I took  everything  I had  related  to  George 
and  looked  at  it  again  and  again.  I wanted  to  save  George,  to  keep  him  alive  inside  of  me.  I looked  at  everything 
and  cried.  I cried  because  I knew  he  was  gone. 

I don ’t  really  know  how  I ever  got  through  George ’s  death,  just  that  it  took  a long  time.  I still  think  of  him  some- 
times. I think  about  what  he  would  look  like,  about  who  his  friends  would  be.  I think  whether  we  would  still  be 
friends.  I think  about  how  someone  from  so  long  ago  still  touches  me  today.  He  would  have  been  a senior  in  my 
class  this  year.  And,  although  some  people  may  not  see  him,  George  will  graduate  beside  me  on  graduation  day.
